IMMIGRATION. 



"is it time to check immigration !" 
is the heading of a leading article in 
New York Tribune. The query is 
suggested by a letter from tho Ameri- 
can Consul at Zurich, who takes 
strong grounds agaiust what he calls 
""indiscriminate immigration." One- 
fifth, ho says, of the population of the 
United States are foreigners, and if 
the past rate of increaso goes on, there 
will bo sixteen millions of them thero 
within the next twenty years. "How 
long," he asks, "before there maybe 
no America, except in name ; no Am- 
ericans, no Plymouth Rock, noBunkor 
Hill, no Gettysburg, no fixed ro- 
somblancc of the, past 1 ? Our immi- 
gration is drowning these things nut.'' 
As a partial remedy lie proposes that 
no alien shall bo allowed to land in the 
United States " unless he has a certifi- 
cate from some American Consul to 
tho effect that he is neither a convict, 
a fugitivo from justice nor a debtor, 
that ho is able-bodied and has means 
of self-support." A check upon immi- 
gration is a somewhat new doctrine in 
the United States, and will probably 
not make much headway. Ever since 
the old colonial days that country has 
industriously promoted immigration, 
no matter from what country, and 
there is no doubt that much of its 
material prosperity is owing to ' the 
•success of that policy. 



THE POPE'S TREASURY. 

The Pope, it appears, finds it hard to 
make both ends meet. Ho has cut 
down his household expenses to the 
very lowest figures, the disbanding of 
the famous Swiss guard being the last 
move in that direction, and yet his ex- 
penditure exceeds his revonuo by about 
three and a half million lire, or francs; 
of course, ''Peter's pence" go some 
way to meet tho deficit, but this fund 
is not lai'ge enough to make up the 
balance, and the worst of it is that 
Peteu's pence have been coining in in 
smaller quantities every year since the 
death of Pics IX. If they continue 
to fall off', the Pope will ho compelled 
to accept the income offered him by the 
Italian government of three mntl a 
quarter million lire, and thus he will 
become a mere Italian otlicial, a sort of 
bishop of the capital of Italy, and head 
of tho State religion. Cardinal Nika, 
who has not been a success as Pontifical 
Secretary of State, is to give up the 
poHt to which ho succeeded on th 
death of FltANCin and will become tho 
Prefect, or Chancellor of the Papal Ex- 
chequer. It is expected that he will 
make a great appeal to tho faithful to 
increase their contributions to the 
Peter's pence fund in order to make 
up the deficit if possible, and thus save 
the Pope from becoming a dependent 
upon the government of the c'iay in 
Italy. ■ 

Tho Toronto Press and British Colum- 
bia. 

To the Editor or The Colonist:— 
Sir,-- A British Columbian puzzled to 
account for tho apparent absence of a 
public opinion in the? eastern provinces 
which recognizes truth and justice in 
dealing with political questions once 
asked whether the Ten Commandments 
were known in Canada. After reading 
the commonts of the Toronto Mail and 
Globe on the railway meeting held in 
this city a few weeks ago one is almost 
driven to repeat that question. The 
Globe for instance asserts without blush- 
ing that British Columbians ask for 
favors at the expense "of the people of 
the other provinces because they are 
injured by the tariff*." Such a state- 
ment of the attitude of British Colum- 
bians is destitute of even the pretence 
of accuracy. The tariff was referred to 
in tho resolutions to show that the Do- 
minion was taking a great d«al nioro

LI SArCoiu^bia tl isn was eon- 
t'piiplatcd under the terms of union 
, Jiilst at the same time withholding 
railway construction as agreed upon. 
It was used as an evidence of Dominion 
dishonesty much in the same way as a 
man might express his opinion of an- 
other by saying "so and so promised to 
give me five dollars; instead of doing so 
he picked my pocket of two and a half." 

One would have thought that by this 
time what this province is by agree- 
ment with the Dominion entitled to 
would be well known to at least the 
leading papers of the Dominion. If 
they had forgotten it, and people with 
debts unpaid are apt to forget that thoy 
owe anything, the resolutions passed at 
the Victoria public meeting were suffi- 
ciently . intelligible to reinform them. 
British Columbia has asked for no 
"favors at the expense of the; people of 
other provinces." What she has ask- 
ed and what sho is insisting on is that 
the terms of union as amended in favor 
of Canada in 1874 shall be carried out. 
To ask for whatis due, or rather overdue, 
is not to ask a favor. Indeed, 110 prop- 
erly morally constructed person assumes 
that he is granting a favor when he is 
simply fulfilling his obligations. 

The assertion that railway construc- 

the 
pro- 
vinces" is certainly a bold one for even 
the Globe to make. The experience of 
British Columbians at present is that 
they are paying for railway work not 
only as it goes but as it ought to go. 
We all know the Dominion railways are 
being built with money borrowed on 
capital account and that the annual 
interest is what has to be paid and that 
that comes from customs duties. As 
an instanco of which province is paying 
for railway work let us take what is 
going on in British Columbia this year. 
The Dominion voted one million dol- 
lars to expend on the section of rail- 
way between Emory's Bar and Savo- 
na Perry. As a rule the Dominion 
has the bad habit of voting and only 
partially expending in British Coin in 
bia, but supposing the million is all 
spent, what is i.he situation 1 There is 
a little over $10,000 interest to bo paid 
by the Dominion a year after the money 
is expended, but as the increased tariff' 
from present appearances as shown by 
duties collected at the custom house 
here will increase the Dominion revenue 
.from British Columbia about $150,- 
000 for this year this province is made 
to pay for not only the million expend- 
ed on it hut for the millions more spent 
in Ontario or elsewhere on canals and 
railways. 

Sucli a statement as ' that made by 
the<Globe that railway construction in 
British Columbia will bo "at the ex- 
ponse of the people of tho other pro- 
vinces" may pass for gospel in some re 
mote rural districts east; but British 
Colnmbians with minds enlarged by 
travel are too well informed to be im- 
posed upon by any such transparent 
misrepresentations. 

Their experience of the Dominion 
has Ion? since convinced them that all 
they will get out of the Dominion with- 
out paying for iu an invisible quantity. 

As soon as British Columbians obtain 
what they pay for and what they are 
entitled to they will bo satisfied and not 
befare.

Tho doriloct river steamboats were all 
rescued in a badly damaged condition by 
tho relief boats dispatched to tho sceno of 
disaster from Now Westminster. All tho 
vessels aro more or less injured. Some 
have their wheels damaged ; others their 
guards brokon and their rudders carried 
away. .They have been towed back into 
Coquitlam river and securely moored. It 
is said that tho dredgor and the tug 
Georgio wore the first to part from their 
moorings, and that thoy drifted down 
upon tho other steamers and caused them 
to break away. Tho latter were then 
swept by the force of tho curror.t into the 
main river whore they camo in contact 
with the ice iloe3 and received additional 
injury. The damaged steamers belong to 
tho Pioneer Line and will have to bo 
placed on the ways for repairs. It is 
added that the owners of the boats will 
enter an nction against the Dominion 
government to recover heavy damages.

On tlio 
way back from the boat they had to wiulo 
through a low, wet marshy place, and in 
st ruggling along, encumbered as ho was 
with the property of his guest, poor Muc- 
dqiiiald fell down and expired.

Tho Pacific Province and Its Claims. 

British Columbia is again complain- 
ing of ill treatment. Her wrongs aro 
chronic, like those of Ireland. A meet- 
ing was held the other day ill British 
Columbia, apparently for the purpose 
of trying to induce the government to 
reassume the construction of the Van- 
couver Island railway. Some time ago 
tho province threatened secession bo- 
cause the impossible promise of Sir 
John Macdonald was not kept. Now 
it is claimed that the province has suf- 
fered severe loss "by the reservation 
(restriction ?) of island trade and agri- 
culture," and if the Vancouver island 
railway is not built by the Canadian 
Government "the province would havo 
been better off as a crown colony." In 
the first place the Vancouver island 
is not "in the bond." It was no part of 
the original agreement by which Brit- 
ish Columbia camo into the union. It 
was a project of Sir John Macdonald, 
which lias been dropped simply be- 
cause the "game was not worth the 
candle," or in other words tho railway 
would have boon no great benefit to 
anybody but the few people of Victoria 
anil Vancouver island generally. It 
was part af a route which has been 
abandoned. Canada proposes to build 
the Pacific railway to the main coast, 
and that much sooner than she vrould 
bo at all warranted in doing but for 
the claims of British Columbia; but 
that provinco can hardly expect any- 
thing more. We do not see how Brit- 
ish Columbia could have been better 
off as a Crown colony except that she 
would not bo walled in by a protective 
tariff, but the meeting was "very 
friendly" toward Sir John Macdonald's 
government and we do not hear that it 
expressed any resentment on this 
score. Thera is one thing certain, 
however, and that is that Canada 
would for a great number of years 
have been certainly "better off" had 
British Columbia remained a Crown 
colony. There can be no doubt of that 
on the part of anybody who under- 
stands how much capital lias boen and 
is to be spent among tlio gorges and 
canyons of the sea of mountains, which 
goes to make up such a groat part of 
that province. — Montreal Witness.

Doath of tho Pacific Ocoan. 

The popular belief as to the compara- 
tive shallowness of the Pacific Ocean 
may have to bo modified by recent 
soundings made with what is known as 
Sir William Thomson's steel wire, nnd 
which show that along the entire coast 
of California a dep'h of 1,500 fathoms 
or more is reached within a distance of 
from twenty to seventy miles westward 
from the shores, the greater part of this 
sudden falloccurringinthc lasttcn orfif- 
tcen miles. Atone hundred miles west 
of San Francisco tho bottom is found to 
bo 2,500 fathoms deep. The bed of the 
ocean continues of a uniform depth 
greater than 1,500 fathoms until the 
Sandwich Islands aro reached, the great- 
er depth, 3,000 fathoms, at a distance 
of about four hundred miles east of 
Honolulu. That great depth is main- 
tained until within ninety miles of 
Honolulu; at fifty miles from that 
place the depth is 1,500 fathoms.
